Whether the tax budget was made up 


in disregard to the wishes of the more 
progressive 
members of the 
common 


council, and the people at large who are 
interested in the cause of cify improve- 
ment, or was prepared regularly under 
charter requirements, is of less concern 
to the public than the facts; in reference 
to its contents. 
It is the- opinion of 


good judges that taxes this year will be 
fully as high as they were in 1901, and 
that we shall have much less to show 
for -them. 


As to tffe omitted appropriation for a 


garbage disposal plant, there will surely 
be widespread regret that the people's 
wishes herein have been disregarded. 
That in other cities—Milwaukee, for in- 
stance—complaints have been entered 
that garbage plants have been msed 'to 
give jobs to worthless political heelers, 
does not prove Racine's incapacity to 
operate such a plant in an 
economical 


and efficient way. We have seen, this 
year that the garbage problem is troub- 
lesome, involving, as it does, nob only, 
hideous scenes of dirt and general 
un- 


tidiness 'of streets and private back 
yards, but conditions of dangerous men- 
ace to the public health. .Not one pub- 
lic utility does the city at present own. 
It is high time it made a start and pos- 
sessed itself df a .garbage crematory, 
since the entire cost would be but slight- 
ly felt in increased taxation. 


In the writer's opinion, there is a 


strong sentiment in the community in 
favor of making Racine more healthful 
and .beautiful, and in common with many 
hundreds of property owners he hopes 
.the council will very promptly take' 
initial steps to install 'a 'garbage plant.

Internal Hnrti Hot Discernible at the 


Time Canted Hia Demise—A From- 


UlllR I,lfe Gut Short 


In Tenth. 


Ecigar A. Olin died this morning from

At the time of the accident the injuries 
were considered severe, -but by .no. irreans 
fatal.

'th« masses of people, for it was not con-

venting the independent retailer or the 
independent mine owner to exercise the 
rights his country's constitution gives 
him, in fact arc. conspiracies in trade. 


The president thinks if the present 


constitution is not sufficient an amend- 
ment should be adopted that will give 
congress control. To a certain point he 
thinks combinations are necessary and a 
ibenefit in producing at a lower price and 
all should, be under the control of the 
government. . He speaks 
forceful 
and 


•with meaning and his concern can not 
ibut have its due effect upon congress in 
enacting suitable legislation. 
The bene- 


ficial trust will be held in proper re- 
straint, while the bad trust will be 
3icked into shape until it does behave. 
But far batter will be to efface the 
,-srbole system of the modern combine, 
iwrth their vicious monopolies. The na- 
iion will be in the end far more prosper- 
ous and this prosperity far more endur- 
ing if individual effort is encouraged at 
the expense of the nvodern combination. 
It surely can not be held, as some do 
that so long as trusts will sell a little 
cheaper, 
controlling a monopoly, 
ii 


thereby individuals are smothered and 
individual concerns wiped out through 
inability to compete with giant combina- 
tions. So long as the laws are not en- 
forced and through various conspiring 
aneans individualism is crushed by means 
o{ secret rebates, secret favoritism 
by 


transportation companies and conspiring 
.processes in preventing that freedom 01 
trade and commerce so vitally neces- 
sary, all the laws in the world will do 
no good, and any amendment to the con 
stitution or law of congress 
must pro- 


yide for prompt action by every govern- 
ment district attorney to take action re- 
gardless- of-the complaint of the indiv- 
idual, and upon individual- complaint 
.the government must forthwith proceec 
with.the case at its expense, and at -the 
same time the law or amendment should 
forbid ' absolutely any discriminative 
freight rates and requirements of com- 
bines or trusts that in any -wise can te 
Regarded as conspiracies in trade.

TAXIXC POSTERS. 


The proposition being advanced 
that 


display posters should be subject to a 
tax, as well as the pictorial representa- 
tions defacing natural scenery and ob- 
jects in cities, is being discussed in a 
number of states. It is not intended 
that the gorgeous illuminations 
found 


on many a far.m building and buildings 
in the'cities and towns should be for- 
gotten, and the colossal advertisements 
found upon bill boards are not to escape. 
The idea is this tax will yield a revenue, 
and yet now wholly prohibitive just 
enough prohibitue to materially inter- 
fere with the disfiguring of 
nature's 


beauty at least. The New York method 
talked of is to place a tax of 1 cent for 
every two square feet of surface, one- 
third of this to the state and two-thirds 
to the county or community in which 
the posters are displayed. 


This placing of a tax upon posters and 


large signs may be a little strange to 
this country, but not so to Europe, 
where it is SL common thing, and 
one 


great benefit derived is the restraining 
influence in colossal signs and immense 
•billd. It should not be objected to npon 
any ground of striking a blow at any 
legitimate industry, 
but few- would, sa 


far as the scaring of natural scenery is 
concerned, feel badly if the tax wiped 
tin's feature out altogether. Legitimate 
industry would be far better served by 
strict laws absolutely forbidding the de- 
facing of natural objects, and art adorn- 
ment really much advanced through the 
curtailing of the giant bill boards in our 
cities, menacing the safety of the public 
and at all times offending the ey«. 


If our farmer friends still desire to 


paint their buildings red, st> to.speak, 
why let them paint them all the colors 
of the rainbow, but the cure-all pills and 
that familiar type, can -be given the go- 
by. Tax reform may not be altogether 
examplified in taxing posters and land- 
scape defacing signs, but it is a begin- 
ning, anyhow. 


CORPORATIVE PRIVILEGES. 


A case coining from Illinois calls at- 


tention -to the thoughtfulness with which 
the law has thoroughly looked out -for 
the interests of corporations and ad- 
versely to the interests of the people, 
just as did our own Wisconsin legisla- 
ture in its last session. This case is 
where a number of railroad 
surveyors 


entered upon a fanner's premises and in- 
flicted considerable damage in tramping 
down grain, cutting down valuable oak 
trees, apple trees and other damage. 
The farmer, .one Mr. Blake, entered suit 
for malicious and wilful trespass against 


the gang of eleven surveyors who were 
taken into custody and held-befbre 'the 
grand jury and later released on'bail. 
Those posted say, however; 'the injured 
farmer can secure no redress on account 
of the law, which allows railroads io 
enter upon premises anywhere wherever 
located or situated, to make preliminary 
surveys and presumably paying for any 
damages caused. This is an instance of 
where the law has no call for anything 
of the sort. Railroads are by no means 
the .sacred objects that employes may at 
will enter npon persons' property, com- 
mit all -the damage they are so pleased 
and the injured sending the bill to the 
railroad collect if he can. 
The law is-ill 


probably hold the employes responsible, 
but what good will that do! -The peo- 
ple have come to the conclusion long 
ago the laws were altogether too much 
constituted iu favor of the corporation 
as against the interests of the people.

"ZEALOUS IN FAITH 


Co'ntrlbntloni Requested 80 that'the 1*111- 


J 
iiona of Hlndoi May Bn Brought 


to Chrltt—Only 1,300,000 


Chri«tl«ns in India. 


Mr. and 5Irs. Denning, who hare been 


missionaries in Indian during the past- 
ten years, lectured at. the Methodist 
church Jast night to a small audience, 
The lecture was evidently given for the 
same purpose as the one given at the 
Baptist church last week ivhen Mr. Hop- 
. kins spoke on the missionary movement. 


The speakers last night advocated in 


the most forcible terms,, that steps be 
taken immediately to tench-the gospel 
to the miserable people of India. They 
expressed their belief as did the speak- 
er of last, week that the evangelization 
of the world will possibly take place dur- 
^ng-'the present ' generation—even per- 
haps within the next fifteen years. 


Mr. Denning who was the first-speak- 


er, began his talk by depicting the low 
form of Indian worship. That the East 
Indian is more religious though 
less 


righteous is shown by the fact that there 
are 330,000,000 or gods worshiped in In- 
dia. A great many of these dieiirs arc 
.srora or: less; • depraved 
and • corrupt 


priests. The manner in 
which 
these 


•priests igain control over • the worship- 
pers is quite natural. Wlieri the sub- 
•^jects "are' nearly starved, 
the 
priests 


sometimes feed them crust*'of bread and 
'are in tonsfqiirtice looked i/p'to'as potls 
"'arid worshipped. ~As a reward the priest 
^frequently ^obtains' the daughter of f ha 
.rn'ah.who was, thus ber-cuted, as his. ser- 
iyant.'. This',proves two things, that the 
..priests of India, are corrupt-and that the 
East Indian has a religious nature—that 
he has an ''aching soul''—a longing after 
worship. 


The speaker then went on to depict 


miserable sights in India in the years 
J9G and 
'PT. During the rniny season 


which 
lasts from June until 
October, 


thousands of naked people slept upon 
the bare ground with nothing but the 
leaves of the trees overhead to protect 
them 11*0171 the elements. 
Kverv -rjorn- 


ing those who had not died during the 
night would hobble aimlessly aimut in 
search of food although 
well knowing 


Tthat they would tind none. 


Even todny one-half the people of In- 


dia go to bed hungry every 'night. 


In India there nre one and a.half mil- 


lions of Christians. Among these are 
six members of the Church of England 
to one Methodist and three Baptists to 
on? Methodist. The speaker went, on to 
say that it matters not to what sect 
they belong: that one church, aside frcm 
a few formalities, believes the. same as 
another,, and that the object for which 
,,the missionaries should work;'should not 
-be to see ho\r many natives: of'India they 
fie<rtildriconvert to- Methodism, 
hut 
to 


Christianity.- 'For 'this cause, ."he asket' 


• Everyone to donate what they conld'to- 
•-\fards'the 'missionary fund. 
' 


'..t.Tpur thousajid.natives'in .one. district 
njone. .are at rprescnt ready, for baptism; 
but on account of the scarcity of mis- 
,sa«naries .they will have to wait. If the 
.people of tliis country wonld sacrifice-a 
few luxuries for the missionary cause., 
these natives would very soon enjo\" the 
:b)essjngs 
of 
Christianity. The 
small 


sum of fifty dollars will support one na- 
tive missionary for one year. The native 
missionary is so enthusiastic in preach- 
ing the gospel that he is willing to diet 
, on rice and unbuffered, bread. To illus- 
trate the degree of religious enthusiasm 
of the East Indian Mrs. Denning, who 
was no'.v speaking, .cited an example of 
a wealthy Indian woman who, after be- 
ing converted to Christianity, gave all 
her wealth to the Christian church and 
left husband, children, 
father, mother, 


and her home in order to vs-ork for the 
Christian cause. Though ostracized by j 
all her relatives and shunned by her 
countrymen because she had adopted the 
Christian faith, she remained true. This 
shows to what extent a eonvertecMnrlian 
will go in order to spread the 
faith. 


• Thousands of these native nlissionaries 
' are available, but the money for de- 
fraying their expenses is scarce. .Tne 
object for which 
lecturers 
like them- 


selves were speaking in various parts of 


• the country was to promote missionary 


work in foreign lands by persuading peo- 
ple to contribute money for this purpose. 
Money is needed to support the mission- 
aries and to feed the starving natives. 
At the present time each person in the 
United States gives about two cents and 
z. prayer per week. If every one knew 
of the state of affairs in India, the mis- 
sionaries'-would be literally swamped 
with money. 


The women of. India, especially those 


of the Mohammedan faith, are the most 
wretched imaginable. They arc divided 
into thres classes. Those-; of the first 
class are the ones who have never seen 
a, man besides their husbands, fathers, 
brothers and sons. ...Those of the second 


< class have never seen uny but their near, 


erf relatives. The third, class-is compos- 
ed of all those who are. totally .bad, or in 
other words who look at any men. Af- 
ter a. girl's seventh birthday she is pro- 
hibited from playing with her brother, 
nad in kept .indoors like a. prisoner. At 


the age of twelve she is married and is 
still confined as a prisoner.. This life is 
so loathsome to the women that many of 
them kill .their own daughters in order 
.to save, them from a similar fate. There 
are 50,000,000 of these miserable women 
living iri India today. .If the women in 
this country, would . sacrifice the pleas- 
ure of possessing one more new bonnet 
each year, enough 'money would soon be 
available to alleviate the misery of these 
poor starving people in the Orient.

turn upon the true value, of its property. 
That 
invites competition 
and makes 


strong rivalry inevitable,.unless a mon- 
opoly can be maintained. A monopoly 
paying interest on. a billion dollars of 
water in stock or bonds invites very ser- 
ious political attacks. In any such view 
of the case the trust's prospects are far 
from serene. 


But if the steel trust Is not able to 


earn good interest on three times the 
value of its solid property, 
then 
it 


stands in imminent danger of failing to 
pay the expected dividends on its stock, 
and any such shortcoming would upset 
the market for its securities and impair 
its credit. When a huge, trust begins 
to show signs of weakening its prospects 
become dark. So here is no pleasant al- 
ternative to the troubles which seem cer- 
tain to follon" the continued payment of 
dividends on $800,000,000 or $1,000,000,- 
000 in watered stock.. 


Those who think that the trust prob- 


lem is settled by the success of. such com- 
binations are very hasty. Their view of 
the situation created by great monopo- 
lies in narrow and lacking in clepts. The 
trusts are still ver£ decidedly on trial 
before the American people. Their fate 
is for the future to determine.

Columbus, Ind., and-'th'o. offi- 
cials of Frick & Co., of Pennsylvania, 
and a reprcseniative of- the Geiser Co., 
ATainsborough, Pa., in backing an enter- 
prise which contemplates the consolida- 
tion o! certain threshing plants into a 
company that win have a capitalization 
of .$75,000,000; that .the same men have 
in view, and are actually promoting the 
consolidation of these companies with 
the recently organized harvester trust.

Chicago, from the. fact that the different 
threshing machine, men of the .country 
recently had a. yearly gathering-at that 
place, simply for-a social time and bun- 
quct and to talk over matters pertaining 
to the trade. Bight after that the trust 
business started, when the fact is, not 
a word was uttered in the meeting about 
a trust or consolidation of any kind.

any person to sell the plant; have no't 
ever been asked for a price and no set of 
men have ever been near the plant to 
even look it over. The plant is not for 
sale and he believed that if there was 
any move to sell it to a:trust he would 
know- it and not hesitate to say so. In 
conclusion Mr. Mclntosh said it could 
be stated upon his authority that the 
Case T. M .Co. would not be .bought by 
any trust, nor will it go into any com- 
bination.

man grocery, on Sixth.street, causing a 
loss of about $10,000. The first sign's. 
were discovered about 2:45 o!cloek" by

making his rounds and saw -smoke pour; 
ing out of the second story windows. 
He hastened to the,building and quickly 
concluded that there was a big fire in- 
side o! the store. He ran to the corner 
of College 'avenue awl Sixth street' and 
turned in an alarm from box No. 26. 
About the same time H. J. Anderson, 
who is employed at the Metropolitan 
hotel, and was cleaning up about the 
lobby preparatory to opening up in the 
morning, heard a. loud report which- he 
believed to be an explosion. He rushed 
into the street and.looking up the street 
noticed 'the. volumes of 'smoke coming 
out of the Rickeman store. 'He hastened 
to the -telephone and summoned the fire 
departments, this alarm being sent in 
just a few minutes after the regular box 
alarm by.

hour this morning at the G. A. Ricke- 
man grocery on Sixth. street, causing a 
loss of about $10,000. The first signs 
wero discovered about 2:45 o'clock by 
Merchant 
-Police -George, 
wh-6 
was 


making his rounds and saw sm'oke pour- 
ing out of the second story windows. 
He hastened, to the.building and quickly 
concluded that there was a big fire in- 
side of the store. He ran to the corner 
of College 'avenue and Sixth street and 
turned in an alarm from box No. 20. 
About the sama time H. J. Anderson, 
who is employed at the Metropolitan 
hotel, and was cleaning up about the 
lobby preparatory to opening up in the 
morning, heard a loud report which he 
believed to be an explosion. He rushed 
into the street and .looking up the street 
noticed 'the volumes of smoke coming 
out of the Rickoman store. ' He listened 
to the telephone and summoned the fire 
departments, this alarm being sent in 
just a few minutes after the regular box 
alarm by. Officer George.. 


The departments .with Chief 'Cape, re- 


sponded in a very few minute. 'A ladr 
dcr was placed up against the'building 
and in a very short time a stream' -was 
playing on the blaze in the second story. 
The fire was -.beyond the control of the 
chemical before the firemen arrived. It 
was but 
a few . minutes before ' Hugo 


Riekeman was.at the-scene with his 
brother George, and unlocked the doors 
and the firemen were then able - to' 'get. 
another stream on. the blaze- frorn^ the 
ground floor, ... I/arge canvasses'-were 
hastily secured and much of the goods 
in tho store below were protected from 
damage by water which was running 
through from the story above. 


The blaze was soon under control, 


though all the stock in the second floor 
was burned to-a crisp and bu-t little of 
the same could be saved. 


The firemen,battled with the flames 


for over an hour and a half before the

It is still a 
mystery how tile flrc started and no.one

cause. Fire Chief Cape was of the opin- 
ion that because of the large quantities 
of goods stored in the building the fire 
might have started from spontaneous 
combustion.
